‘Strong leads’ 
in murder of 
grandfather 

Officers investigating the murder of a ‘lovely, 
kind’ Northampton man who was killed in his 
own home say they are following up ‘a number 
of strong leads’. 

David Brickwood, aged 74, died after he was 
the victim of a violent assault in his home in 
Lindsay Avenue, Abington, at 2am on Saturday, 
September 26. 

Police arrested two men at the end of last 
week, in connection with the murder, but later 
released them without charge. 

However, Detective Chief Inspector Mick 
Graham - who is leading the investigation into 
Mr Brickwood’s death - says his team of offic¬ 
ers are ‘confident’ of catching the killers. 

He said: “We are following up a number of 
strong leads in the case and we are confident 
we will catch the people responsible for this 
awful crime.

I am breaking an unwritten rule of 
newspapers this week by mentioning 
the opposition. 

The Northampton Mercury, I am 
informed by UK Press Gazette, is to 
cease publication after some 295 years. 

I’ve been around a few newsrooms 
and I used to work at the Mercury. 

For a little while I was responsible for 
getting it out and was mostly encour¬ 
aged to take stories that had been in its 
sister title The Chron and repackage 
them for the Merc. 

The last proper editor of the Mercury 
was arguably Hannah Walker. 

She worked her fingers to the bone 
getting the paper out with a skeleton 
staff. 

As a Chron journo you never wanted 
to catch Hannah’s eye on a Wednesday 
afternoon because she would arrive at 
your desk seconds later with some 
Merc proofs for you to read. 

You could get recruited on to the 
Mercury at a moment’s notice. 

She fought tooth and nail with man-

agement to defend the paper in a way 
journalists often do for their titles, 
unbeknown to readers who might be 
haranguing the very same journalists 
for the cost cutting that is a fact of eve¬ 
ryone’s life now. 

Technically we are the competition at 
the H&P but we’re not celebrating the 
demise of the Mercury. 

Its emblem was a messenger on a 
horse which was emblazoned on the 
side of the Chron building on Upper 
Mounts - now also gone.

And with the passing of the venerable 
old Merc a little bit of Northampton 
has gone too. 

So there are no champagne corks 
popping on our side of town, just a 
respectful tipping of the hat and get¬ 
ting on with writing this week’s news...

A husband and wife 
from Northampton have 
set off in a marital rival¬ 
ry which involves them 
trying to outdo each 
other in a non-stop, six 
day rowing race from a 
Mediterranean island to 
Spain. 

Allan and Liz Mulliner 
are leading a team of 
men and women over the 
300-nautical miles, and 
set off yesterday. 

Liz is backed by four 
‘lovely ladies’, while 
Allan is accompanied by 
two ‘mad men’. 

The teams have set off 
from Bosa, Sardinia, and 


hope to reach Barcelona 
in six days - with the 
weather on their side. 

But alongside the 
excitement of the race 
there is reason why the 
couple are undergoing 
the challenge - to raise 
money for charity. 

The pair are

two hours, with the cycle 
repeating itself until we 
reach land... and hope¬ 
fully the right bit of land! ”

Welcome to the black hole 


The film By Our Selves about 
John Clare features Alan Moore, 
Steve Scoles discovers more 



Northampton is a kind of 
cultural black hole. 

This is the writer Alan 
Moore’s explanation for it 
being the final destination 
for so many interesting 
minds throughout history. 

It is also the last stop in By 
Our Selves, a new film 
inspired by the poet John 
Clare’s 1841 march into 
madness when he set out 
on foot in search of a lost 
love and ended up in 
Northampton General 
Lunatic Asylum. 

Part drama, part docu¬ 
mentary, starring Toby and 
Freddie Jones, Alan appears 
in the film helping the trav¬ 
ellers understand the spe¬ 
cial attraction of 
Northampton. He speaks 
about it on a bench in 
Abington Park and makes a 
convincing case for the 
town’s tendency to claw in 
interesting minds. 

When Clare left Epping 
Forest on foot on a delu¬ 
sional quest to find his 


childhood sweetheart, he 
didn’t know it but he was 
heading to Northampton 
all along. 

He was looking for Mary 
Joyce, whom he wrongly 
believed to be in Glinton 
near Stamford. It was where 
they had gone to school 
many years before. Clare 
was having some kind of 
breakdown and ended his 
pilgrimage being loaded on 
to a cart with bleeding feet. 
He was finally taken to 
Northampton General 
Lunatic Asylum - now the 
vast St Andrews Hospital. 

The outcome was Clare’s 
inspirational piece of 
descriptive writing, Journey 
Out of Essex. 

Northampton sucked him 
in and the fact that the fil- 
makers were sucked into 
the same black hole to find 
Alan is precisely the kind of 
Moorian twist he brings to 
the party when you involve 
him in your projects. 

In the film, the writer Iain 


Sinclair interviews Alan 
about Northampton. Iain’s 
book Edge of the Orison 
was a personal recreation 
of Clare’s journey that 
serves as director Andrew 
Kotting’s template for By 
Our Selves. 

Iain’s story flows across 
modern East Anglia weav¬ 
ing the writer’s own experi¬ 
ences through the land¬ 
scape Clare crossed, while 
Kotting’s film takes the 
same trip in a more surreal 
manner but both finally 
home in on Alan trying to 
make sense of it all. 

It was Iain who got Alan 
involved. He said: “He is the 


very essence of 
Northampton. He is right 
about it. It is a special 
place.” 

Alan sees Clare as a 
Northamptonshire poet 
because he came from 
Helpston near 
Peterborough, which was 
originally inside the county 
boundary. 

Alan said: “This was 
where John Clare started 
out. Northampton is defi¬ 
nitely where he ended up at 
the end of his epic 80 mile 
trek from Epping Forest. 
Unable to cope with his 
increasing instability he 
was placed into hospital 


where he would remain for 
the rest of his life. 

“He is the very lyric sprit 
of Northampton. This is 
possibly the best poet in the 
English language. He is cer¬ 
tainly the best pastoral 
poet. 

“He was a peasant poet 
from the working classes 
and this is one of the things 
that undid him. 

“I have always been fasci¬ 
nated by his story.”

A girl was dragged across the 
floor in a late night attack as 
she walked through a 
Northampton housing 
estate.

The victim fortunately 
managed to free herself and 
get away, while the offender 
ran off towards Billing Brook 
Road. 

The offender has been 
described by the girl as black, 
aged about 19, 6ft tall with a 
skinny build and a clear com¬ 
plexion.

Kitten loses leg after being shot with rifle 


The RSPCA is appealing for 
information after a kitten 
had to have her leg ampu¬ 
tated as a result of being 
shot by an air rifle. 

Three-month-old Willow, 
was found by her owner in 
Sturminster Way, Corby, on 
Friday, September 25, with 
a wound to her left front leg. 

She was taken to the vets,

It was 
only when we got her to the 
vets that we found out she’d 
been shot. 

“The vet said that her inju¬ 


ries are so severe that she 
was more than likely to have 
been shot at close range, 
which makes me think this 
was a deliberate act. She is 
only a kitten and is so small. 

“I’m devastated, and so 
are my two daughters. We 
just can’t comprehend why 
someone would do this and 
we are all in shock.”

Plea to mum of

Police have made a 
heartfelt appeal to the 
mother of a baby girl 
found abandoned in a 
cardboard box in Corby, 
Northants. 

The three to six-week- 
old baby was discovered 
in a box outside a home 
in Ibsen Walk at 9am on 
Monday, September 28. 

The alert was raised 
after a member of public 
heard a noise coming 
from the box, which had 
a tape around it reading 
‘sold’. 

When the baby was 
found by police, she was 
taken to Kettering 
General Hospital where 
she appeared to be in 
good health. 

In a press conference 
last week at the Criminal 
Justice Centre in 
Brackmills, Northam¬ 
pton, the baby girl was 
said to be safe and well 
cared for. 

But in a personal plea 
to the mum, Detective 
Superintendent Steven 
Lingley admitted he was 
‘worried’ about her, and 
wanted to know she is 
safe. 


In a direct appeal, he 
said: “I am here today to 
make a personal appeal 
in relation to this baby 
girl. 

“I think that picture 
says it all to me. 

“Initially I want to 
make a personal appeal 
to the mother of this lit¬ 
tle girl. 

“Your baby is safe, she 
is being well cared for. 

“My worry is you. We 
want to make sure you’re 
safe and well. 

“It must have been an 
awful decision you 
made, a very difficult 
decision, to have left this 
baby girl where you did 
in Corby. 


“My plea to you as a 
parent is to come for¬ 
ward and let us help you. 

“We want to look after 
you, and your daughter.” 

In a wider appeal to the 
public, he added: 
“Somebody must know 
who the mum is, who 
this little baby girl is. 

“She was wrapped in a 
blue and cream blanket 
and left in a cardboard 
box. 

“I need somebody to 
come forward and tell us 
where mum is. 

“This is really impor¬ 
tant, call us please.”

Community mourns 
loss of ‘lovely man’

A devastated community gathered outside a 
house in the Abington area of Northampton 
last Friday night for a candlelit vigil, a week 
after a pensioner was brutally murdered 
inside. 

Dozens of people gathered at the home of 
74-year-old David Brickwood, in Lindsay 
Avenue, where he was killed in a violent 
assault in the early hours of last Saturday 
morning. 

Remembering a ‘lovely, kind’ grandfather 
who was ‘taken away so cruelly’, neighbours 
huddled together in the cold from 10pm, lit 
candles and released Chinese lanterns. 

The touching vigil also coincided with the 
return of police officers, who returned to put 
up posters, stop pedestrians and passing cars, 
all in a fresh bid to try and find more wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen or heard some¬ 
thing on that fatal night. 

Talking to the H&P at the vigil, Detective 
Inspector Louise Hemingway said it is still not 
known what the motive was for the attack. 

She said: “What we know is that we got a call 
just after 2am from David. When officers 
arrived, it was clear that somebody had got 
into the house and assaulted David inside his 
own house. 

“We are a week into the investigation and we 
are looking at a number of lines of inquiries. 
In terms of the motive, it’s very difficult to 
understand what that motive may be at this 
point in time. 

“It’s still very early in the investigation and 
these investigations are very complex and 
they take time. What we are looking to do now 
is gather evidence from many different sourc¬ 
es.” 

Speaking about last night’s fresh hunt for 
witnesses, she added: “What we are doing 
overnight and into tomorrow morning is 
speaking to pedestrians and stopping vehi¬ 
cles coming through. 

“We are working on the basis that we are 
creatures of habit, so people may drive

through here at this sort of time each week. 
We are also talking to people in the street. 

“We are hoping that in doing so, somebody 
may have some information that is really cru¬ 
cial to us, which they may not realise.” 

Reflecting on the night’s touching vigil, 
which took place outside Mr Brickwood’s 
home where there are now over 300 floral trib¬ 
utes, Det Insp Hemingway admitted she was 
touched by the occasion. 

“I’m incredibly moved by the vigil,” she said. 
“Just looking at the amount of flowers, and 
the amount of people who are here, David was 
clearly very highly regarded and well loved in 
this community, and I think this shows just 
how much people really cared about him.” 

Anyone with information about the murder 
of David Brickwood, or who may have seen 
something odd around Lindsay Avenue last 
week, is being asked to call police on 101.

Sikh kitchen feeds 140 homeless people 


A mobile Sikh kitchen 
served hot meals to more 
than 140 homeless people in 
Northampton town centre 
on its busiest ever night on 
Sunday. 

The kitchen, set up outside 
the 99p Store on Abington 
Street every Sunday, served 
helpings of curry and rice, 
chips, coffee, tea, biscuits, 
cakes and fruit between 
6pm-7pm. 

With the early, cold nights 
drawing in, it’s no surprise 
the kitchen has noticed the 
numbers of homeless people 


attending its stall ‘increas¬ 
ing week on week’. 

But with a strong team of 
around 15 volunteers serv¬ 
ing the food and five prepar¬ 
ing it - all of which make up 
the group Midland Langar 
Seva Society - Team 
Northampton, the passion 
to stop the homeless from 
going hungry is clear. 

The group was set up by a 
team of four volunteers from 
the Northampton Sikh com¬ 
munity last autumn, and 
has since grown to include 
helpers from all back¬ 


grounds including 
Christians and Buddhists, as 
well as all age ranges - with 
one being as young as six- 
years-old. 

Amarjit Singh Atwal, who 
is one of the four volunteers 
who set the kitchen up and 
is the leader of the 
Northampton Sikh 
Community, said the kitch¬ 
en typically serves around 
140 people every week.

Shops and businesses in 
Northampton town centre are 
being urged to join forces and 
vote yes to Business Improvement 
District (BID) status, a move 
which would secure £1.5million 
of funding. 

Over the last few months 
businesses have been ‘extensively 
consulted’ and have agreed key 
priorities they would like BID 
funding to be spent on over the 
next five years. 

These are laid out in the new BID 
business plan, which was 
launched last Thursday to 
coincide with the first day of 
voting. 

Jessica d’Aulerio, chair of the 
Northampton town centre BID 
and owner of town centre print 
business Tangerine Red, said: 
“This new BID will build on the 
town centre’s unique strengths, 
enable businesses to share in the 
promotion and celebration of our 
assets and attract new businesses 
to increase the town centre’s over¬ 
all attractiveness as a great place 
to live, work and do 
business.” 

If businesses vote yes the new 
five year BID will commence on 


January 1st, 2016, and will focus 
on three areas, each identified as 
priorities by the town centre busi¬ 
nesses themselves: 

■ To build on the assets of 
Northampton town centre as a 
destination and as a place and 
develop an identity which sets it 
apart from other towns and cities. 

■ To increase the awareness of all 
the different parts of the town 
centre and encourage people to 
explore and discover all that 
Northampton town centre has to 
offer. 

■ To encourage growth, develop¬ 
ment and investment of business¬ 
es which complement and build 
on the strengths of Northampton 
town centre. 

BID chair Jessica added: “The 
BID has done many things over 
the last four years, including 
investing heavily in Northampton 
in Bloom, cleaning, our two town 
centre hosts who act as ambassa¬ 
dors for the town centre and 
events such as the Music Festival. 
A new BID will build on this, it will 
enable the collective voice of our 
businesses to be heard and will 
ensure we can deliver 
projects and results that would 
not otherwise have happened.” 

The BID ballot commenced on 
October 1 and will close at 5pm on 
Thursday, October 29.

days. 

The Trust say the 
meeting was ‘posi¬ 
tive’, but that 
‘nobody in the room 
was happy with the 
course of action the 
council may have to 
take’ - which refers 
to the legal action 
that will be taken if 
the money is not 
repaid. 


The upcoming pro¬ 
test will come just 
over three weeks

“The Dragster animation 
is controlled in its entirety 
by a central Programmable 
Logic Controller housed 
within the animation plant 
room. 



“At the press of a button, a 
car in each lane edges for¬ 
ward into stage on the start 
line. 

“The starting system - and 
the audio - is triggered and, 
as the green light flashes, 
the guests flick levers to 


send their cars rocketing 
side-by-side down the strip 
to the finish. 

“A further sensor brings 
the cars to a halt and 
returns them to their posi¬ 
tions at the head of the pair¬

Ford Focus ST 

Take a look inside... 


The Focus ST was already one of 
our favourites. Making it better 
to drive, improving the looks 
and the perceived quality, adding 
a diesel engine and fettling the 
efficiency a bit has done it no 
harm at all. If you were about to 
choose a Golf GTI/GTD, here’s 
one alternative that’s going to be 
worth serious consideration. 

So, about those engines. The 
250PS 2.0-litre Ecoboost remains 
the mainstay of the range, getting 
the ST to 62mph in 6.5 seconds. 
Peak power is available at 5,500 
rpm, 360 Nm of torque is avail¬ 
able from 2,000-4,500 rpm, and 
maximum speed is 154 mph. The 
diesel is an interesting addition. 
This takes the existing 2.0 TDCi 
seen in 150PS guise elsewhere 
in the Focus range and beefs 
power up to 185PS, achieved by 
electronic calibration, a revised 
air intake system and a sports 
exhaust. Peak power is devel¬ 
oped at 3,500 rpm and there is 
400 Nm of torque available from 
2,000-2,750 rpm. The car gets to 
62 in 8.1 seconds and runs on to 
a top speed of 135 mph. 

Both engines use a six-speed 
manual transmission with a per¬ 
formance-oriented, short-throw 
shift. The gear ratios - exclusive 
to ST and matched individually 
to each engine - are designed 


to deliver rapid acceleration in 
lower gears and comfortable 
cruising at speed. Other refine¬ 
ments include a Torque Steer 
Compensation (TSC) system to 
take the wriggle out of the steer¬ 
ing under hard acceleration. 

One area where the third 
generation Focus ST clearly 
regressed was stance. Ask any 
petrolhead and they’ll tell you 
that the way a car sits on its 
wheels is a pretty fundamental 
part of its visual appeal. Some 
cars look squat, muscular and 
purposeful. The third generation 
ST never really managed that. 
There was just too much air 
under its wheel arches and the 
front end looked high and gawky. 
Remedial work has very much 
been conducted with this latest 
model. The bodykit gives it a 
lower, wider stance, the bonnet 
is more aggressively sculpted, 
there are slimmer headlamps and 
beady rectangular fog lamps. 

This is much more than the 
usual grille, lights and bumpers 
refresh. The latest Ford Focus 
ST is better finished and, yes, it 
looks a whole lot meaner. The 
addition of a diesel engine is the 
big news, but don’t overlook the 
changes to the steering and sus¬ 
pension that go to improve what 
was already an excellent car.

Northampton recorded a fine 3-2 away win at 
table toppers Wycombe Wanderers on 
Saturday despite the club’s takeover talks 
entering their 15th week. 

Certainly, Chris Wilder and his players have 
achieved their side of the bargain by unseating 
the Chairboys, and now it is up to outgoing 
Chairman David Cardoza to facilitate new 
owners and a redeveloped stadium for a club 
with bags of potential. 

Goals from Marc Richards, pictured below, 
Lawson D’ath and Shaun Brisley were enough 
to ward off Wycombe and take the Cobblers to 
within five points of top spot in League Two. 

Cobblers have the best shot accuracy in the 
division at 53%, and this was highlighted by 
Marc Richards’ potential goal of the season 
free-kick which scorched past Matt Ingram at 
Adams Park on 35 minutes. 

The strike cancelled out Luke O’Nien’s fortu¬ 
nate second minute header for the Chairboys, 
and Town laid claim to a deserved three points 
from then on in. 



Northampton Borough Council has given the 
club three weeks to pay back the £10.25 million 
stadium redevelopment loan with the Cobblers 
entering one of the most crucial periods in the 
club’s history. 

Any new owners worth their salt will be des¬ 
perate to reinforce Chris Wilder’s side, who 
have the potential to grasp top spot in League 
Two following victory over Hartlepool United 
at Sixfields this weekend. 

The Cobblers supporters’ trust have planned 
another protest in the #WeWantAnswers cam¬ 
paign to coincide with the Pools clash as a 
response to the minimal information coming 
from Cardoza on the stalled stadium redevel¬ 
opment and on how he plans on paying back 
such a significant sum in time. 

One positive of the Sixfields saga is that the 
supporters’ trust have received an injection of 
new blood, with several old faces stepping for¬ 
ward to volunteer for the role of elected fan rep 
on the club board. 

There has even been talk of fan-ownership at 
Sixfields, if needs be, with Town supporters 
realising that Cardoza’s ‘my way or the high¬ 
way’ approach is not ideal for the club in the 
long run. 

Remarkably, Cobblers retain the look of real 
promotion contenders and with victory over 
Ronnie Moore’s Hartlepool can set themselves 
up for a tasty local derby at Cambridge that 
may even cast Town as potential title winners. 

That makes the sorry mess of their stadium 
redevelopment all the more distressing with 
Northampton Saints’ new stand rising in the 
distance through Sixfields’ East Stand shell.
